Don't Vary Programme 


The selection of a sire for use in 
the building up of a herd is of the 
utmost importance, and must not be 
done ‘without careful consideration of 
the subject from the various stand- 
points. Select the breed that would 
seem best to meet the requirements 
as to milk or butter, as your market 
may demand. When a breed has been 
chosen and a sire selected, tho pro- 
gram should not be changed, for that 
would annut, in a great measure, the 
work that had already been accom- 
plished. 

The individuality of the sire should 
be considered with care. Not only 
should he be as nearly perfect a 
specimen of his breed as possible, but 
he shou!d possess all of the indicatiéns 
of stamina and bodily vigor. His 
ancestry should be looked into, too. 
The sires should have been result 
getters and the more ancestral dams 
he has that have records of large 
quantities of rich milk and persistenco 
in milk-giving the more desirable he 
will be. 


Develop Rapidly 

If the system planned out is care- 
fully adhered to, the development of 
the herd should prove rapid. Each 
successive gencration will show im- 
provement, although this will be much 
less marked in after years when the 
herd has reached a point much nearer 
to perfection. A continuous sizing-up 
of each individual of every generation 
if a high quality of standard is to be 
reached and maintained. There must 
be a great deal of culling and dis- 
carding.

SWEET CLOVER AS MULCH 


Means Great Boon to Orchardist, 
Says Experienced Farmer 

Writing of sweet clover as a mulch, 
Wm. Linton, of Aurora, Ont., says: 
My experience’ with sweet clover as 
an orchard mulch and a renovator 
of worn-out lands has led me to be- 
lieve that there is a large fleld for 
sweet clover to fill, as every tiller 
of the soil appreciates the advent of 
a restorative, for. the soil is fast be- 
coming depleted of its nitrogen and 
humus in the older parts of Ontario 
and requires rebuilding. We plowed 
down an acre when it was three feet 
high, and another two acres we mowed 
when it was the same height, leaving 
the crop on the ground, and allowing 
it to grow for the second cutting. Tho 
results so far have been satisfactory, 
and we expect these results to con- 
tinue. The growth of the young trees 
was exceptional; every branch grew 
from three to four feet. After cut- 
ting we were surprised to find how 
soon it rotted, both root and branch, 
and became a complete mulch. It 
covered the ground conrpletely and 
gave a large percentage of nitrogen, 
and with its deep roots brought up 
the deep-lying potash. From our ex- 
perience with it we think it a great 
boon to the orchardist, as well as to 
the agriculturist generally.

Cream For Money 

Every cream producer should take 
pride in delivering cream of the proper 
richness, that is smooth and uniform 
in body, sweet or only slightly sour, 
and that has a good clean taste. This 
{s possible without unreasonable labor 
or expense; it can be accomplished 
on every dairy farm by properly ad- 
justing the cream screw, thoroughly 
washing the separator after each 
separation, cooling the cream prompt- 
ly, and keeping it cool by setting the 
cans in cold water, keeping the warm 
cream in a separate can until it is 
cooled, and by making from two to 
three deliveries every week. As long 
as creameries receive irferiur cream 
they are unable to secure top prices 
for their butter, and can pay only 
second grade prices for butter fat. 
Good cream will enable them to build 
up a reputation for good butter, which 
means increased demand, higher 
prices, and larger returns to the 
cream producer.

London, Sept. 17.—Credit for the 
“travelling land forts,’’ which have 
caused consternation gmong the Ger- 
man troops, belongs to Lieut.-Col, 
Swinton and Major Stern, of the in- 
telligence department of the general 
staff, 

With the British Army in France, 
Sept. 16, via London.—With ceaseless 
shell fire from unprecedented concen- 
trations of guns, tha battle raged furi 
ously all day, with the British mak- 
ing good their advance of yesterday, 
while the Germans were rushing up 
reserves from other parts of the 
western front.

The Front) review of Sir tax Aiken’s 


Gordon Mcllwraith w writes:— 
“Somewhere in England,’ Risboro 
Barracks, Shorncliffe Camp, Canadi- 
an Machine Gun Depot, Aug, 13, 1910 
Dear Dad:—What do you think of 
the address gt the top of the page? 
Some class to it. I suppose you 
will have received my letter of a few 
days ago and will be prepared to 


‘hear of our change transfer to the, 


above place: We like our new place 
fine, far better than our former camp 
at Westhanger. We are stationed in; 
the barracks formerly ysed by the 
West Kents a permanent regiment in 
peace times. You can imagine what 
kind of a place it is wien. We have 
iron cots to sleep on with pellises 
bolsters and our own blankets and 
also boxes with a lock and key to 
keep our equipment in and a double 
shelf for boots, ete. Gee, but its a 
vood place and good grub toot 

We are within ten minutes walk of 
Mrs. Oliver and five minutes of the 
remains of the 12th C.AMLR., the 90th 
Batt are in the next “Barr. acks to us 
and Bill Maben is within ten minutes 
walk from us. Folkestone is a mile 
and q half from here so we are jake. 

I suppose you will wonder why we 
transferred to here instead of stick- 
ing with the 59th. Owing to our of- 
ficers leaving us and men getting 
transferred we could only muster 600 
men on q Parade so the Colonel 
couldn’t hold us as a unit, but had 
to split us up. 

They were going to pick out 400 for 
drafts for a M.G. Batt (86th) and 
send the rest of the Batt to the 98th 
Batt. The Y&8th is about the worst 
Batt, that ever struck England, so 

naturally we didn't want to go to 
them. All the Red Deer hunch stepped 
out when volunteers were called for 
and were transfereed to here; 200 
were picked out on Thursday and on 
Saturday marehed to this place, 
leaving the 89th perhaps for ever. 

Before I pass on I must tell you a- 
bout our leaving camp. We fellin at 
one o’clock and were inspected by 
our Captain (Trueman). and a couple 
of Lieutenants, also Sergt.-Major and 
three sergeants. After inspection 
they came around and bade us good- 
bye. The old Sergt. Major told us 
that we weren’t a bad bunch of 
“kiddies’’ after all and he was sorry 
to sce us go, as we could see our- 
selves. Then the Regimental Sergt.- 
Major bade us good-bye and said that 
somebody had to leave the Batt. first 
and he was glad to think of the way 
in which we had volunteered so read- 
ily and anxious to do our duty. 

The Colonel made -a very nice 
speech to us as we were about to 
move off and he said that he had 
tried his best to* keep us together but 
the authorities thought otherwise so 
he had to obey orders but he said 
he would try his best to get us back 
together. The boys gave. him three 
cheers which affected him deeply and 
as we were marching through the 
gate the rest of the boys sure did 
cheer us, so loud that we couldn’t 
hear the band which was leading us. 

The officers and sergts are jake 
here, that is as far as. we have seen 
them, and are willing to help you 
anyway they can. 

Excuse me for dwelling so long on 
our change of camps. but as that is 
all the news we have you can‘easily 
understand how eagerly we grab at 
it.

‘dian shores on October 3, lv14, car- 


| ried the largest army that ever 


crossed the Atlantic at one ume. 
‘ashe stucy of valor and heroism 
which marks our Canadian soldiers 


‘has been well told in the book, But 


it can never be tully told. Many 
Whose career shines with splendid in- 
‘cidents of heroism, never to be relat- 
ed to the world, he beneath the sod 
of Northern France and in belgium. 
The first contingent that left our 
hores was marshalled partly by the 
spirit of adventure, but more by the 
spirit of sacrifice and patriotism, 
and this spirit in its turn was be- 
gotten of the deepest emotions vf the 
Canadian people,—its love of coun- 
try, its passion for liberty, and its 
reverence for right. 
| The manner’ in which our ‘boys 
have behaved amid the discomforts 
of trench lite, the rigors of winter, 
and the annoyance of inclement wea- 
ther—the spirit of endurance, cour- 
age and willingness which they have 
displayed in the face of these things 
proclaim them to the world as 
troops of the finest quality, ‘The 
Princess LVatricias, who had the 
honor to. carry first the badge of 
Canada to the battle front, acquit- 
ted themselves in such a magnificent 
manneras to prove themselves 
worthy of fighting side by side with 
the army of veterans and heroes 
which held the trenches during the 
first horrible winter in Flanders. Our 
Canadian boys wrested from the 
trenches, over the bodies of the dead 
and dying, the right to stand side by 
side with the superb troops who, 
in the first battle of Ypres, broke 
and drove before them the flawer af 
the Prussian Guards. The deeds af 
bravery shown by the Canadians at 
.Ypres make all loyal sons of'Canada 
tingle with pride to be kinsmen of 
such soldiers. The way in which our 
soldiers behaved under the rain olf 
fire and clouds of gas, has baptised 
our fair Dominion of Canada into 
nationhood—the mere mention of the 
word ‘Canada’ glows now with a 
new meaning in the eyes of all the 
jeivilized world. The present war 
has filled all true Canadians with a 
pride of race that has won an Im- 
perial Crown. In that pride we are 
all partners and Asda the confu- 
sion and chaos of battle Canada per- 
ceives how all that has gone before 
was but fit preparation for the larg- 
er destiny upon which she now en- 
ters—the destiny of nationhood and 
the glorious history which she opens 
from this present conflict. 
Of the lofty esteem in which our 
anadian soldiers are held we have 
examples in the words of Sir Robert 
Borden and Major General Hughes. 
efore returning to England, having 
isited the soldiers in France, Sir 
Robert Borden sent the following 
message to General Alderson: ‘' The 
fine spirit of the Canadian Division, 
and their evident eflicioncy for the 
great task in which they are engaged 
very deeply impressed me. It was a 
great Privileye to have the opportun- 
ity of secing them, and of conveying

| No one in whose veins runs the 
blood of Canadian patriotism can 
read the book without feelings of 
emotion rising to express themselves 
in tears; and one feels prouder than 
ever of the brave men who have 
gone to engage in the greatest bat- 
tle of history, and to defend those 
principles which are as important tu 
the Irreedom of Canada as they are 
to the I’reedom of Europe.
